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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Declarations refer to an alloy, however the 
claims are still written in a much broader manner than toward an alloy. The Office is certain that the Authors of the Declaration did not use 
all potential permutations of the alloy AS CLAIMED. Claim one currently has at least 15 different elements that could potentially be in the 
alloy. The Applicant cannot claim a genus and then make opportunistic statements (ex. long felt need) to a specific species in order to 
patent the genus. The Applicant should more specifically claim the SPECIFIC ALLOY refered in the Declarations for better success. 
Further, the Dec Author's "surprise" of the use of the Schmid reference as it would not be used in surgery is wholly irrelevant and entirely 
misses a basic point in Patent Law. The intended use (ex. surgery) of the Applicant's claim and the prior art has no effect on the claim's 
patentable weight in this application. On the contrary, the claimed invention's structure is paramount. 

Claims 20-25, 30 and 33-49 remain rejected. 
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
